As the handsome young Georgian stood with 
his right band raised taking his obligation, it 
was generally whispered around through the 
reporters’ gallery that he bore a resemblance to 
General Gordon. I had never fancied such a 
likeness, but several Georgians have spoken 
of it since Mr. Reese was sworn in. He was 
congratulated first by Mr. Blount and then 
by the other members of the Georgia delega- 
tion.

THE NEW SENATOR, 

In the senate Mr. Pope Barrow was pre- 
sented toa number of the magnates bv Sen- 
ator Brown. By the time he is initiated 
into his new dignity ‘to-day he will 
have a very general acquaintance in the body. 
The senate has a disposition to economize the 
brief time of the session. It was expressed 
by a resolution of Senator Cockerill, which 
will probably pass to-day, to fix the hour of 
meeting at 11 o’clock instead of noon. A 
shorter recess than usual will surely be taken 
for the holidays, and some members are op- 
posed to any cessation of work except on 
Christmas and New Year’s days. Cengress 
has commenced with a business-like air, but 
the talkers will begin to get their work in 
soon, and all good intentions may be 
thwarted,

Mr. President; It becomes my most painful duty 
in this official form to anuuounce to the senate the 
deathof my late colleacue, lon. Beujamin H 
Hill, That patriotie cidizen, grand orstor, able 
Statesman and christian gentleman died at his resi 
dence In the city of Atlanta on the 16th day ot 
August last. The intelligence of the death of Sena- 
tor Hill was received with profound regref 
throughout the whole country. But the people of 
Georgia, Whom he had so ably served and who nad 
so long delighted to honor him, were the greatest 
sufferers. Grief stricken, they bowed their heads 
in sorrow, and will long mourn their irreparable 
OSS. 

But, Mr. President, having performed the melan- 
choly duty of aunouncing the death of my la- 
mented colleague to the senate, the proprieties«f 
the occasion do not at present permit a further ex- 
tension of these remarks. Ata future day I shall ask 
& suspension of the public business that the senate 
in connection with the house of representatives, 
may pay fitting tribute to the character, the virtues, 
the ability, and the services of the deceased sen@- 
tor. I now offer the following resolutions and move 
their immediate consideration: 

Resolved, That the senate has heard with pro- 
found regret of the death of Hon. Benjamin H. 
Hill, a senator from the state of Georgia. 

Resolved, That the *secretary communicate 
these proceedings to the house of representatives. 
Resolved further, That as a tribute to the memory of 
the deceased ‘he senate do now adjourn.’’ 

By a unanimous vote the senate then ad- 
journed until to-day. It is thought some day 
before the recess will be set for the memorial 
exercise In both houses. 

NOTES, 

The rotunda was in a fearful state of confu- 
sion to-day. The debris of the Garfield fair 
almost blocked the pass, while the managers 
were quarrelling about the disposition of the 
goods left on hand. No more fairs will 
be held in the capitol. 

Tbe senate chamber is adorned with a new 
earpet of bright, green ground with yellow 
flowers. It is rothing like so tasty as the 
carpet it displaced, which was ‘old gold,”’ 
and corresponded admirably with the heavy 
gilt finish of the walls and ceiling. 

The Washington monument is now 340 
feet high, witi 180 feet yet to be added. 
The tops of the platform poles, which shoot 
59. feet above the last layer of marble are just 
on a level with the plume on the head of the 
bronze figure of liberty that stands on. the 
dome of the capitol.

DR. M'LEAN’S OFFER FROM THE SULTAN, 

WASHINGTON, December 6.- General Long 
street, at presentin Washington, relates an in- 
teresting incident in connection with Dr. Mc-

bered, Dr. McLean wrote a pampblet, in 
Which he described certain heavy guns of his 
invention, which he alleged were of such a 
destructive character that, if gen- 
erally adopted, they would put an end 
towar. At the time that McLean.’s 
pamphlet was published, General Longstreet 
was minister to Turkey. One day the sultan 
sent for him and asked him to telegraph to 
McLean, giving his address, and offering him, 
in the nameof the sultan, the position of chief 
of ordinance of the Turkish army, at a salary 
of $25,000 a year. Longstreet bad never heard 
of McLean, and tried in vain to recall some

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WYLIE ON THE PRESS. 


Adudge Who Speaks anit ie Had Been Under the 
od 


WasHINGTON, December 6.—The_ effort to 
secure a grand jury for the criminal court 1s 
still attended with difficulty. Two members 
were tacking. Two names were drawn to- 
day, and, upon summoning the persons, one 
proved to be a paralytic and the other a wo- 
man. Later in the day the jury was com- 
pleted, and Judge Wylie delivered his charge, 
in which he paid his respecls to the newspa- 
pers. Hesaid he was not aware of any par- 
ticular form of crime prevalent in the com- 
munity except that of libels and 
slanders. They were common. Newspapers 
were constantly containing scandalous libels 
on public men and on private character. 
That was a species of offense that created 
more unhappiness and misery in society and 
did more injustice than any other form of 
crime. It blasted reputations, destroyed the 
peace and happiness of families, and created 
dissensions between husband and wife, and 
all probably on a lie—a printed lie—because 
most people thought there was something In 
a lie which was printed that made it 
more creditable than ifit were merely spoken. 
He rather suspected that the writers for the 
periodicals and newspapers had among them 
more than the usual proportion of lars. 
They were paid for lying. The more sensa- 
tional the lie was, and the more calculated it 
was to blast the peace of families, and the 
spicier it was, the more the paper would sell, 
and newspaper men would laugh in derision 
at any one who undertook to talk tothem seri- 
ously about the injustice of a thing of that 
kind. If the grand jury should see anything 
of that sort, and would take notice of 
it, the court would take care of it by the pe- 
tit jury. He disclaimed any wish to dispar- 
age any calling or pursuit, particularly one 
embracing so many men of intelligence. He 
knew that there were men of integrity and 
honesty connected with newspapers who en- 
tertained and cherished honorabie and Chris- 
tian sentiments, and he thought, on the 
whole,thatthere was an improvement going on 
in that respect. If the public would cease to 
patronize such papers as he alluded to, such 
low vice and crime would soon die out.

THE RESURRECTIONISTS. 


Their Appearance io a Philadelphia Court— Attempt 
ot tie Mob to Lynch them.

PHILADELPHIA, December 6.-~-When the Le- 
banon cemetery body = snatchers were 
brought to court to-day, they narrowly escap- 
ed lynching at the hands of the mob which 
gathered around the court. Robert Chew 
testified that he had been in the cemetery 
employed eleven years. He received three 
dollars for each body taken from the ceme- 
tery. Body snatching had been going on for 
nine years. His brother-in-law, Solomon 
Butcher, now in Marviand, did it first, then 
amannamed Myers, and then McNames. 
Sometimes, ifthe wagon came and the driver 
said they were short, coflins were opened in 
the receiving vault, the corpse ‘'snatched,”’ 
and the farce of burying the empty eoftin was 
gone through with next day. The records of 
burials found at the cemetery this morning 
showed thatin two months, fifty-five bodies 
were in one grave. This created a sensation 
among the audience. As as the crowd 
outside of the miagistrate’s oftice learned 
that the case was over, an 
overwhelming rush was made for the entry 
and gateway, with threats to lynch the pris- 
oners, and a sergeant and ten of the reserves 
had to be sent for. The crowd made another 
rush, and the men and women struck at the 
captives, who shrank and cowered before 
them. The police drew their clubs, and al- 
most on a trot, went down Chestnut street to 
the central] station, where the prisoners were 
locked up for the night.

But if 
Arabi hada cause to fight for he failed to 
fight. He made great demonstrations, and 
his attitude was all but heroic, but when 
England sent her best troops and her best 
generals to put him down, he buried his 
cause in the sands of the desert and ran away. 
Perhaps this is an evidence that he was worse 
than a rebel, but there is no great nicety of 
phrase employed in dealing with men 
who fail.

THE INTERNAL REVENUE. 

As Mr. Raum loses his grip on the coveted 
Illinois senatorship he clings closely to his 
bureau in the treasury department.

ARABI’S SENTENCE, 

The collapse of the cause led by Arabi cul- 
minates in his exile. Perhaps he had no 
cause. It is the fashion to say of those who 
go to war and fail that they are rebels and 
traitors, and that the cause for which they 
fought was less real thana dream. But if 
Arabi had a cause to fight for he failed to 
fight. He made great demonstrations, and 
his attitude was all but heroic, but when 
England sent her best troops and her best 
generals to put him down, he buried his 
cause in the sands of the desert and ran away. 
Perhaps this is an evidence that he was worse 
than a rebel, but there is no great nicety of 
phrase employed in dealing with men 
who fail.

Scrator PuBiguon on the Imperfeetiors of the Vol- 
ume—A Resolution Intreduced.

Mr. DuBignon 
stated that the code contained many errors. In re- 
ply to aquestion Mr. DuBiguon said to aC ONSTITU- 
TIGN reporter:
